MORE FIRE 
PROTECTION 
REQUESTED 


City in Vital Need of New 
Equipment, Declares Chief 
Scott Before Realtors. 


Chief R. J. Scott of the Los An- 
geles Fire Department and D. W. 
ontius, vice-president and genera! 
manager of the Pacific Electric, 
were the principal speakers at tlie 
bimonthly luncheon of the Los An- 
geles Realty Board at the Palais 


‘presided at the meeting, in the ab- 
sence of President Frank Ryan. 

In a short talk, Chief Scott 
strongly stressed the need of more 
adequate fire protection for Los 
Angeles, i¢ the city is to avoid such 
a catastrophe as occurred in Chi- 
cago recently. During the past 
year, he said, property to the 
value of $500,000,000 was destroyed 
in the United States, and 23,000 
lives were lost. In Los Angeles 
more than $1,212,000 worth of 
property was destroyed and eight 
lives were lost during the past 
year. 

Los Angeles has not built a sin- 
gle firehouse in eight years, he 
pointed out, and a bond issue for 
the purpose of providing more ade- 
quate facilities was voted down last 
year. The Hollywood district, the 
southeastern and southwestern and 
the northern sectigns of the city 
are the districts which are in most 
vital need of additional equipment. 
The nearest station to the south- 
west and southeast districts is at 
Sixteenth and Hill streets: the en- 
tire northern end must be served 
by the station at Los Angeles and 
Aliso streets, and the Hollywoud 
district, twelve miles square, has 
but one fire station, he sald. Mr. 
Scott estimated that if adequate 
fire protection were given Los An- 
geles, insurance rates would be 
reduced at least 50 per cent. 

Mr. Pontius, speaking in refer- 
ence to the traffic congestion of 
the city, outlined the plan of im- 
provements for the Pacific Plectric 
system now under contemplation. 
New oars and equipment to the 
value of more than $900,000 have 
been ordered, in accordance with 
the instructions of the Raltlroad 
Commission, at the time the rate 
increase was granted, and prepara- 
tions are going forward for the

In Europe the German army was trained 
for over forty years with the definite idea 
of fighting a simultaneous battle against 
Russia and France. 

The French army and the British navy 
always had a definite objective—although 
this objective may have changed from time 
to time. 

The United States Army, on the other 
hand. had to be content with the Micawber 
idea that something in the fighting line was 
liable to turn up somewhere some day. Just 
as @ man can't start and run at very great 
speed if he isn't running somewhere, just 
so it was difficult for our Army to have a 
definite plan of operations for a war with 
somebody or other somewhere some time.

CITY TO RUSH 

| SEWER PLANS. 

Storage Reservoirs and 
Tanks Discussed. 


‘| Estimates of Costs Being 


Prepared by Engineer. 


Emergency Construction is 
Ordered by Court. 


Stirred to actfon as the result 
of Superior Court Judge J. Perry 
Wood's injunctions prohibiting the 
city from turning sewage into Bal- 
lona Creek after May 28 under 
penalty of being brought before the 
court for contempt, city officials 
yesterday hurriedly took steps to 
adopt emergency measures to 
handle the municipal wastes. 

The Board of Public Works in- 
structed City Engineer Griffin to 
present at its meeting this morn- 
ing recommendations for dispos- 
ing of the excess sewage. 

Judge Wood pointed out in his 
ruling that the city could at once 
i build storage reservoirs to hold 
this excess fow during the daylight 
hours, and then turn it at night 
into the outfall sewer, at which 
time that pipe is only partially 
filled. The City Engineer will sub- 
mit estimates of the cost of con- 
struction of these storage reservoirs, 
lwhich will be closed at the top 
to prevent their becoming «a 
nuisance. 

At the present time this ex- 
cess sewage amounts to 1,300,000 
gallons each twenv-four hours, 
and storage facilitise must be 
planned to hold this arount and 
much more to meet the constantly 
increasing flow due to the con- 
tinued growth of the city. 


SIXTY DAYS’ WORK. 
Judge Wood Geciared that res- 
ervoirs to hold this excess flow 
could be constructed within sixty 
days, and he set the date when the 
injunction becomes effective that 
far away. Judge Wood also, rec- 


ommended that the City Council 
adopt the suggestion of the State 
Board of Health and prohibit con- 
necting any additional dwellings to 
the city sewers until the present 
emergency problem has been 
solved. The court also recom- 
mended that the Council order 
industrial plants to dispose of their 
waste waters by some other meth- 
od than by pouring inte the sewers. 
It is expected that the Board of 
Public Works, in forwarding to the 
Council City Engineer Griffin's re- 
port on the cost of constructing 
storage tanks and of building an 
activated eludge plant at Ballona 
Creek to treat and clarify the waste

ENGINEER'S STATEMENT. 
W. T. Knowlton, city sewers en- 
gineer, yesterday issued the follow- 
ing statement telling of the in- 
adequacy of the present sewer sys- 


tem: 

“During the past two years the 
growth of the city of Los Angeles 
has increased so rapidly that the 
furnishing of proper and adequate 
facilities for the disposal of its 
sewage has become an absolute 
necessity. In 1900, this city had 
a population of approximately 1960,- 
000. Owing to its geographical 
position and climate, the population 
increased to about 319,000 in Jan- 
uary, 1910, according to the Fed- 
eral census. In January, 1920, this 
census gave this city a population 
of over 576,000, which placed Los 
Angeles as the tenth largest city 
in the United States. Since Jan- 
vary, 1920, the city has grown much 
more rapidly than during the pre- 
vious decade, with the result that 
at the present time a conservative 
estimate gives the city a popula- 
tion of over 800,000. If Los An- 
geles continues to grow at this 
rate, the population will be 1,100,- 
000 in 1925. | 

“Jn 1907, the pregent outfall 
sewer was completed, which pro- 
vided for a population of about 
500,000. This sewer has a capacity 
of ninety cubic feet per second 
when flowing full. Owing, however, 
to the rapid increase in popula- 
tion and buildings, the amount of 
sewage which has been discharged 
from the collecting system into the 
outfall as dry weather flow has be- 
come more than the conduit will 
earry, and, during the latter part 
of 1921, sewage was discharged 
from the tops of the manholes of 
this sewer onto adjoining ground 
in several places. When the winter 
rains began in December, this over- 
taxed condition was increased to 
such an extent that manhole covers 
were blown off and the sewage dis- 
charged in large volumes onto the 
streets and private property in the 
southwestern part of the city.

From 
Houston The Times is in receipt 
of the following message by Mayor 
QO. F. Holcombe: 

“Houston's activated sludge sew- 
age disposal plants successful. No 
odora, flies or other nuisances. 
Fertilizer is being produced, but 
this is still in experimental stage 
as a commercial proposition. One 
plant of 10,000,000 gallons per 
day capacity cost to construct 
$250,000; one of 5,000,000 capacity 
cost to construct $115,000. The 
cost per million gallons per day to 
operate is about $12." ~ 

In Milwaukee the system was 
chosen as the best and most eco- 
nomical of a number proposed, 
and was selected only after a dis- 
cussion lasting a year. 

In Chicago, the activated sludge 
plan was adopted, and four plants 
are now being constructed, and 
will be contpleted in the next two 
or three years.

STATEMENT BY GRIFFIN. 
City Engineer Griffin yesterday 


jgave to The Times the following 


prepared statement on the sewage 
disposal situation: 

“The seriousness of the situation 
confronting Los Angeles in con- 
nection with her sewage disposal 
problem is not fully understood by 
the public. 

“For the past two years the 
sewage problem has been more or 
less discuased and the present bad 
conditions predicted, and with the 
rapid increase in the city these 
conditions are bound to get worse 
each year, until a relief for the 
overtaxed sewer is provided. Few 
people realize that the outfal! 
sewer, even at times when not 
augmented by rain, has over- 
flowed into the streets in the 
southwest part of the city for 
more than a mile of its length, and 
that when augmented by rains this 
has extended from Fourth avenue 
and Jefferson to Vernon and Van 
Ness. This overflowing sewage 
caused not alone the streets, but 
the lawns of the residents fronting 
thereon to be covered with fecal 

tter, thus providing the great- 

menace to health known. 

“By action of the city this over- 
flow was diverted into the Ballova 
Creek to relieve the situation on 
the etreets, but this action is now 
being enjoined in the courts, he- 
cause of the purported menace to 
Culver City, 
condition is brought about by the 
fact that the old outfall sewer, fin- 
ished in 1907, is not big enough to 
care for the city in ita present size. 
While we may be permitted to get 
away with this emergency diver- 
sion into Ballona Creek for the 
short period of time necessary to 
vote bonds and perform the actual 
construction of a new relief for 
the sewer, yet it is necessary that 
the public distinctly understand 
that this does not solve our prob- 
lem, and that the time will come 
when this temporary expedient 
will not handle the situation. 

“Every effort should be made to 
proceed immediately with the con- 
struction of the outfall sewer or 
the alternative problem of a por- 
tion of the outfall sewer and 
treatment plants. 


“SLUDGE PROCESS FEASIBLE.” 


“That a full understanding of 
the treatment plant program may 
be had by the general public, I 
deem it advisable to present the 
following facts: Treatment by 
activated sludge and dis- 
posal of the effluent into Ballona 
Creek and the Los Angeles River 
is thoroughly feasible. The ‘initia! 
cost of such work is lower than 
the initial cost of an outfall sewer, 
but the operation cost to render 
the effluent pure enough to be dis- 
posed of in either of these streams 
is ‘very expensive. The initial 
plans would of necessity ex- 
panded or added to every three or 
four years to care for the city's 
growth, by future bond issues, and 
additional maintenance and opera- 
tion costs. The total cost of the 
treatment program for the same 
period of years as would bp pro- 
vided for by the outfall sewer is 
approximately $65,000,000. ‘The 
initial cost while only $7,000,000 
(combining first two bond issues 
of $3,500,000 each in order to have 
adequate provision for the rapid 
growth of the city at the time the 
plants are completed, and not re-« 
turn to the voters before 1927 for 
a future bond issue) would require 
each year after they are in opera- 
tion approximately $1,000,000 op- 
eration cost, and ag at the present 
time there exists no market for 
these waters they would simply be 
wasted into these open chatinels 
and conducted to the sea. This 
condition might obtain for several 
years before a real market pre- 
sented itself for the water, thus 
making the operation cost greatly 
exceed the cost of the. continuance 
of the pipe for outfall sewer from 
the plant to the sea. Therefore, 
it should be apparent to all that 
if the outfall sewer at a tota) cost 
of $12.800,000 is constructed it 
will not only prove a great dea! 
more economical in the long run, 
but will provide a means to dis- 
pose of the sewage below the plant 
sites without this excessive opera- 
tion cost, and as during at least 
five months of the year, even after

It is twelve miles in 
ength and suitable in size for a 
city of 500,000 people. Its maxi- 
mum capacity when full to the 
danger point is 60,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage each twenty-four 
hours. This maximum capacity is 
reached every day now and was 
during the past winter. Sewage 
spouted into the streets. The most 
serious situation in the city exist- 
ed. in the southwestern sec- 
tion, where sewage solids cov- 
ered the lawns and sidewalks. Man- 
holes were blown into the air. Ap- 


tion, the City Counzil dipped deep 
into its almost empty coffers of 
the city and voted to build wew- 
ers along Exposition Park Boule- 
vard and Arlington street and 
these are now being laid. Their 
terminus was to be at  Ballona 
Creek, the- water course which 
can be seen at the junction of 
Weat Adams stgeet and Washington 
Boulevard on the Venice road. 
This creek meanders from this 
point on down past Culver City and 
Venice to the ocean. 

Once the plan of the aity of Los 
Angeles to dump large quantities 
of sewage into the creek became 
known, Venice and Culver City 
and the Del Rey Company and the 
Beach Land Company filed appli- 
cations in the Superior Court for 
injunctions to prevent the city of 
— Angeles from carrying out its 
pian. 

The proposed new outfall sewer 
would be thirty miles long and 
would empty at Hyperion, where 
it is proposed to screen the sew- 
age and disperse it through noz- 
zles on the bed of the ocean sev- 
eral hundred yards from the shore. 
The new sewer would have a maxi- 
mum capacity of 250,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage each twenty-four 
hours. It would be thirtean feet 
in height and twelve feet wide, as 
contrasted with the present sewer 
which measures six feet by four 
feet. The new sewer would ef- 
ficiently handle the sewage of the 
city for the next thirty years, a4 
Engineer Griffin says. It would be 
built of concrete and brick.

Approval from Washing- 
ton Received by Los Ange- 
les Revenue Official. 


Conector of Internal Revenue 
Goodcell yesterday received offi- 
cial confirmation of the list of 
internal revenue field agents to 
begin their service with the gov- 
ernment April 1. The _ selections 


were made by the collector soon 
after he took charge of the loca! 
office, but the names had to re- 
ceive the approval of Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue Blair. This 
has been done. 

The additions to the force of 
field agents have been made neces- 
sary by the growth of the work in 
the revenue district. It now con- 
sists of the counties of Los An- 
geles, San Luis Obispo, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura, San Diego, San 
Bernardino, Orange, Imperial, 
Riverside and Kern. 

As constituted, with the addi- 
tions to the force, there will be 
about sixty agents in the field 
eervice, and they will be stationed 
at various points in the district 
where their services are needed. 

On account of the change in 
the income tax laws, the fact that 
thousands of tax payers did not 
make a report as required by the 
15th inst. on acgount of illness, 
that allowed them a leeway of 
thirty days within which te file a 
report and make payment;

“The Christian of today is not 
content to feel that his salvation is 
a condition depending only upon 
his relationship to God,” said the 
speaker. “On the contrary, he has 
begun to realize that his own good 
is inevitably interwoven with the 
best interests of his fellow man: 
he is considering sin more and 
more in the light of a social dis- 
ease: he is regarding the punish- 
ment of criminals as remedial, not 
as a matter of vengeance, and he 
thinks of charity not merely as a 
relief from the sting of poverty but 
rather as a me&ine toward the re- 
generation of society.” 

Quoting the words of Jesus, ‘Let 
him that is chief among you be as 
one that doth serve,” Mr. Rifen- 
bark said that the greatest men of 
all ages have been those who 
served humanity best. He pointed 
to the lives of Washington, Lin- 
coln, Hamilton, Jefferson and 
Roosevelt in illuetration of his con- 
tention. saying that some of these 
men had been born in aristocratic, 
and others in humbte surroundings 
but that the conditions of their 
birth had nothing to do with the 
fact of their greatness. 

“Those men were great for three 
reasons; first, because they had the 
capacity for service: next, because 
they had the opportunity, and 
lastly because they had the will to 
serve,” said Mr. Rifenbark. “Wher- 
ever you find that combination of 
qualities and condition, you have 
the fundamentals of greatness. 

“The same things that make in- 
dividuals great can also make na- 
tions great. Today, America is the 
strongest. richest nation in the 
world. We have the capacity and 
the opportunity for tremendous ser- 
vice to the world and I believe we 
are developing a greater will toward 
humanitarianism. Our splendid 
part in the World War was born 
of this will to serve, and the great 
movements which, since the war, 
have been inangurated for the

AIR MAIL STOP 
HERE PLANNED. 


Before Departments. 
Griffith Park Site Held 
Ideal for Aviators.‘ 


Municipal Field is Urged 
by City Officials 


The long-discussed project of 
establishing a municipal aviation 
field and landing place in Los An- 
geles, which will also be a station 
for the air mail service, is now of- 
ficially before the War, Navy and 


missioner Griffith was notified yes- 
terday by Congressman Osborne. 

As a result of a survey conduct- 
ed by Chief Engineer Osborne of 
the Board of Public Utilities, at’ 
the request of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States and the Commercial 
Aeronautical Association of this 
city, a site of 101 acres in Griffith 
Park has been recommended as 
the most suitable location, and the 
Beard of Park Commissioners has 
formally expressed its willingness 
to set aside this land for the city's 
aviation field. The park board 
would manage and supervise the 
field, but would co-operate with 
ithe Federal government and all 
others interested in aircraft in 
bringing about the general use of 
the landing plate. : 

Chief ngineer Osborne and 
Park Commissioner Griffith have 
been working for more than a year 
on this project of the city's estab- 
lishing its own aircraft landing 
field, with the hope that Los An- 
geles will be officially placed by 
the Federal government on the 
postal air route. The Postoffice 
Department planes now fly regu- 
larly between New York and San 
Francisco, and since the service 
was established in 1918, more than 
$0,000,000 letters have been car- 
ried at an exypense no greater than 
the railway mail service. 

The air service has resulted in 
reducing the transcontinental mai! 
delivery time from 100 hours, the 
rate by train, to between forty- 
eight and sixty hours. Federal 
Director Dawes has recommended 
that the national budget for the 
fiecal year 1922-1923 include an 
appropriation of $2,200,000, which 
would be sufficient to finance ex- 
tensions to the service. If this ap- 
propriation is approved by Con- 
gress, it will be an opportunity for 
Los Angeles to be made a station 
on the postal air service, and it 
was for this reason that Congress- 
man Osborne was asked by Park 
Commissioner Griffith to lay ‘the 
formal offer of the fse of a city 
landing place, probably to be lo- 
cated at Griffith Park, for the pos- 
tal planes. The site in the park 
for the proposed aircraft field is 
flat land lying east of the munici- 
pal golf course, and is admirably 
adapted, Chief Engineer Osborne 
says, for an aircraft landing field.
